1. Since referenca Progresą report. a deflnita change 
has occured in our relationship with the CT -3. The earller 
exploratory, "get acąuainted" stsge, with Its sodai entertainments 
and conferences confined to generalities ia over. and we 
settled down to pperational realities.^ 0» O andXl_ 
are no longer consuited on every action taken and our relationsnip 
Is confined to _Qwho has protren to be most cooperative and. 
willing on all Mtters. We feel that we have definite control of 
all of CL J~)' activities and he is solely guided by our deaires 
and advice. Tn political matters, pertaining to VLIK, ^ 
makes a special pcint of not being tied up with any one political 
group such as the Catholic faction, būt goes out of his way to 
keep in touch with all representatives of the VLIK Executive 
Coramittee incluoing the more liberal minded Sodai Cemocrats. 



2* The bringing o fjį SKRAJ ŪNĄ S from Paris for cebriefing has 
turned out to be most infoTmativė to us and has filled the 
vacuum on the Lithuanian underground movement which until SEFAJUKAS’ 
arrival, was a matter on which there was a dearth of even the most 
elementą ry Information. There can now be little doubt that 
SKKAJDNAS possessed more Information on Lithuanian activity than 
a]i of the top VLIK individuals put together, For this reason, 
ihd as stated in MGM-A-1721 para 5, we believe that SKRAJŪNAS’ 
possible return to Lithuania by the French constitutes a grave 



Security risk to all concerned. Upon completing SKRAJŪNAS* 

propose to reąuest officiallji(2, Jthrougbv— ^ 
that SKRAJŪNAS* return to Lithuania be discussea'mth the French

AEGON found this indiVidūal to be brave and coupgeous though 
somewbat Ji/* alcobolic and given to a lot of ®ragging, As a 
result ofO IHinitial talk with him it became generalJ.y known 
that "MICKEVIČIUS has undertaken to sacrifice bis life fdr VLIK", 
Vor the above reasons it has been decided to eliminate MICKEVIČIUS 
frojn our prospectlve courier list though he may be asaigned 
^ngerous missions of lower security implications, 

.'V/? b, feTEPANAVICIUS, Antan as (Ref: MGM-A-I 516 , para l,a,(l)). 
Upon personai lnterview with subjectį AEGON found him rather 
undecided about the whole matter and interested in many operational 
matters -which could not be revealed to him at this time. 
S'TEPANAVICIUS reąuested time to think things over and has therefore 
also been eliminated from the available courier list.

r ZEINYS . Jonas. (Ref: MGM-A-I 66 I), Was found to be a 
suitable individūal and we are accepting him along with his friend 
KLEVINSKAS. T/e are contemplating training and diapatching the 
two as a team. (Ref; MlJNI-843)» 



e. It has been mutually agreed with^ 
possible, it v/ould be highly desirable to recruit for the first 
mission also an individūal of higher sodai stending and intellect. 
KUiVINSKAS and ZEINYS are suitable couriers and communication men 
būt it would be highly desirable from the underground point of 
view, to dispatch along with them, an individūal who could be 
accepted by the underground aa VLIK’s political repreaentative 
and not merely a courier. C O is therefore currently searching 
for an individūal ’^KRAJūRaS* , jjEKSNYS’ or PAJAUJIS* personai 
ąualifications. C_ believes that the most desirable project 
would be the evacuation of JūRGIS from Poland, debriefing him, and 
immediately returning him after proper brei'**-’ _The element of 
time may not allow this ideal situation andQ, Jjis therefore 
concentrating his efforts on finding a suitable substitute. 
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Our current and immediate future operational plane 
remain the šame as outlined in MGM-A-1621, para 5, a, b, c, e, and f, 
witb the addltional task of devising a wr>y of evacuatlng the couriers 
who are presently in Poland. The matter of establishlng closer 
relationship betvveen VLIK and the Stockholm grouD is consldered 
to be a political matter not directly affecting * CZ. 17 department 
uut will be handled by -3 with our advice and consultation 
being given a};l consideration. 

4. In disbursing our financial assistance to the C 
we are following :-he ”spoon-feeding" method which we have recommėnaed 
a t an earller date. Thoa^ the payments have been regular for the 
past few months, ve irtend to Increase them, within the authorlzed 
llmits only when and as we are satlsfied that the scale of operations 
warrants such increases. During the first ąuarter, beglnning with 
July 1949 and ending wlth October 1949 i we have disbursed only 
$600.00 of the authorized operatlonal fund of $1,500.00 for thls 
ąuarter. No more than approximately 500.00 DM were also charged 
to thls operatlonal fund whlch were spent on entertainment and 
travel iuring our initial negotiations with top d personnel. 
1,600 D? were spent as salaries for . ^ and c from the 

authorl: ed compensatlons of $1,200.00. On 21 uctober, KNOBBY 
contribu'-ed $500.00 as thelr Initial payment. As of thls date 
the ABGK NS have recelved from us a toatl of $1,400.00 (including 
the $500 from KNOBBT) and 1,600 DM. The major ezpenses to whlch 
thi CL ^ were put on our be|lalf are as follows; 

a. CL round trip to Paris; 

b* SKRAJŪNAS’ three trips to Paris; 

c. Pinančiai assistance to JURKUN and JURGIS in Poland; and 

d. Invitation to JgAK EVICIŪS to come for a meetlng in 
Germany at VLIK eipense, ” 

Our fized eipenditures as of thls date amount to $300.00 monthly for 
operations and 800 M for compensatlon. Inspite of this rather 
modest beginning, it is hoped that the originally approprlated 
funds as authorized in MGK-W~2574 wlll be allowed to stand unchanged 
for we firmly belleve that the leeway given to us will be put to 
good ūse and much needed as the scale of operations Increases. 

We have, for eiample, ear-marked $600,00 of the operatlonal fund 
to be used in bringing the couriers from Poland. In a few days.

a. Tliet we have located and intend to train two £!l 
couriera during thia winter for possible dispatch thia coming 
spring; 

b, That there are two CL -3- couriera now in Poland whom 
we are aozious to evacuate and bring to Germany; and 




ė, That SKRAJŪNAS, the lašt authorized underground 
representatire to come out of Lithuania i s now being debriefed by 
us. ENOBBT has been infonned that SKRAJŪNAS edited and Is famlliar 
with the dlatribution of clandestine papers in Lithuania. lt 
^'-as st’ggested that he can be ąuestioned by a KNOBBY repreaentetive 
;;n th^3 particular matter which we believed to be of primary 
intere^t to them. However, KNOBBY has taken no action aa of thls 

date» ^ 
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
